art. and containing astcrtiotis entirely l'ul-c in tlieir cha¬
mber, the proprietor of the 1'anorania of the River
Thame* tilers to the public the following statement of
fact*, in regard to the origin and production of that pic
turf:.The Insinuation tliat most of tlie scenes repre-
fented resemble many of the viewa in " Tomblesou's Book
of the Thames," is rather an evidence of its truthfulness
than otherwise; but, on comparison, it will bo found lhat
there is no greater difference between the represent*
lions of the same places, than is compatible with fidelity
on tlie part of the tiro producers. When two different
artists are depicting the sauie scenes, there must neces¬
sarily be some similarity, providing tliat both^iay any re¬
gard to the truth in their delineations. As to the title,the writer knows that that is used in the possessive ease,
as it. is ihlfB, by reference to the programme and adver¬
tisements who the artists are; and I lay no other claim to
it than tliat of proprietor and general manager of its pro¬
duction. The writer in the Sun soys that Windsor Castle.
Staines, Twickenham, Lambeth Palace, and the new
Homes of l'arllamcnt, are represented 011 the same side of
the river. Thin assertion is utterly false, each of these
scenes being represented in its real situation, as regards
the river: and the individual who makes it bet rays total
ignorance of the localities, as well as want of knowlc Igeof panoramic art. Where it was necessary to show pro¬minent features, the artists have not only changed from
one side to the other, but frequently given views of both
sides in one scene, as, for iustauce, Lambeth Palace,Yau\lmll Bridge, and part of London. This is always ex¬
plained by the lecturer at tbo time, so that no one who
does not wish it can misunderstand. In reference to the
maikets in l.omlon. any one who is at all familiar with
them will bear evidence to the enormous size of some of
tho vegetable productions of England; and there are few
Englishmen who will not certify to (he truth of this
sketch. During tlie year I860, an engagement was made
with Mr. Brutining, a member of the Royal Aca-
drmy, to take sketches, and prepare for exhibi
tion an illustration of the river Thymes. We pro¬ceeded up the river to Its Mj.irce, and for several
week* were occupied in inuk!ug sketches of the most in¬
teresting portions, when Mr. Brunning, from too much
exposure, took very ill and died. After this misfortune I
(ucccodeil in obtaining the services of Mr. l'hilip I'hilllps,al-o a member of the Boyal Academy, and pupil of the
celebrated Standeid. anil one who stands at the very head
of panoramic painters in Kurnpo. Again we went up the
river, as I would not »Uo,r tlie painting to be made until
the nrtist had seem every view himself, and colored the
(ketches on the spot. 1 luring these two trips, we were in

a pjnall boat, and every foot of tlie way was rowed by my¬self. l-'ince that period, neu rlv two and a luilf years, have
the artists been engaged on the work.the last scene
wis finished in November. The proprietor, therefore,challenges fair crltfeism, and is an\ious to have com
parisons made between It and any other now exhibiting, or
ever exhibited, before to the public. He feels confident that
the Thames will not suffer by such comparison, as he
knows himself, and it ha* a 1>0 been asserted by eompc-tent judges, that notlr'ng approaching It, cither In fidel¬
ity or artistic merit, lias ever been previously present¬ed here for tlie approval of vlie citizens of New York,
fine word more, In relation to my speculating on tho suc¬
cess of the "great original," as he styles Mr. Banvard's
Missl ippl. If the writer wr.s well ported up in pano-
ramie (loirs, he should linow that miny years before Mr.
R's picture appeared In this eltr, a large moving pano-
n.ma of the Liverpool and iitiuclicstcr Railway was
brought to this connlry, by Mr. Riblo, nnd painted too,
by the very crti.st v, ho painted the Tlnmcs Mr. l'hilip
Phillips.

early hour, have to intrust tlielr servants with the choice
